The attack oecurred before dawn 
yesterday while the Vietminh's 
major offensive in Northwest Indo- 
china slacked off after two weeks 
of hattering against French posts 
north of the Black River in the 
mountainous Thai country. 

The Ben San garrison of 100 
Indochinese suffered 91 casualties 
-~-30 killed, 41 missing and 20 
wounded. Reinforcements  recap- 
tured the post later vesterday and 
found it in ruins. There was no 
mention of Vietminh casualties. 

The rebels struck while two 
neighboring defense posts were 
pinned down by intensive mortar 
hombardment. A French military 
spokesman said the attackers were 
aided by extensive flooding of the 
area by last week’s typhoon, which 
submerged some defensive posi- 
tions. Some of them moved in by 
sampans. 

In the northwest, thousands of 
French Union soldiers dug in at 
Na Sam, south of the Black River, 
for a showdown fight with the Viet- 
minh forces when the expected 
southward drive is resumed. 

Na Sam is 18 miles southeast of 
Son La and 117 miles west of 
Hanoi, the heart of the French de- 
fense perimeter guarding the rice- 
rich, vital Red River Delta. 

The Vietminh launched the north- 
west offensive Oct. 15, with three 
divisions moving into the 10,000- 
square-mile Thai country.

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Christian Doctrine 
Is Not Political 


Not often are we confounded by 
politics. 

But, we confess to being confounded 
at the amazing rebuke delivered by 
Gov. Herman Talmadge to the ministers 
and their church memberships for their 
protest against injecting the racial issue 
into the attempt to pass Amendment 
No. 1 to extend the county unit system 
into the general election. 

Governor Talmadge rebukes them 
for trying to mix church and state, in 
reminding them he has always believed 
in separation of the two. 

So do we. Emphatically. 

So do the ministers. Also em- 
phatically. 

But, have we come to the point 
where politicians will rebuke ministers 
for seeking to uphold the Christian doc- 
trine of keeping racial prejudice out of 
our daily lives and our politics? 

If so, then are we indeed fallen on 
evil days. 

And indeed is it the more important 
to defeat Amendment No. 1! 

. ~ * 

Passage or failure to pass Amend- 
ment No. 1 has no connection with the 
segregation question and the governor 
knows it. There is no threat to Geor- 


gia’s present segregation laws from the - 


people of Georgia and no combination 
of votes of Georgia’s citizens could elim- 
inate them. 

This the governor knows, as he 
knows that all court suits against segre- 
gation ultimately are to be decided not 
by state but by federal courts. So what 
has that question got to do with Amend- 
ment No. 1 to the Georgia Constitution 
that would perpetuate one faction of 
one party in power permanently in this 
state? 

As for all the hullabaloo about bloc 
voting, the governor knows this, too, is 
a false issue. He continues his tirade 
about 125,000 Negro bloc voters in Ful- 
ton County when he knows the facts 
will not bear him out. 

In the last election held in Fulton 
County, there were 19,362 registered 
Negro voters compared to 103,081 white 
voters. Less than half, or approximately 
8,000 Negroes, actually voted. Even 
should each of them have voted in a 
bloc, which they didn’t, 8,000 voters 
are a pittance compared to the total 
electorate. Does Georgia fear these 
8,000 Fulton County votes when com- 
pared to the votes of the other thou- 
sands of Fulton voters who live in At- 
lanta by virtue of having been born in 
this state—most of them with .rural 
origins? 

There is no evidence that Fulton 
County has ever bloc voted in any 
state election in Georgia. It has been 
more widely split than many counties 
where Talmadge’s bloc vote certainly 
exists. Fulton County has even been 
found in the Talmadge column. There 
is less bloc voting and more “‘live” vot- 
ing in Fulton County than in McRae. 

These facts the governor knows. 

™ * * 

The unit system of the Democratic 
Party in Georgia in gffect since 1917 
will still be in effect if this amendment 
is defeated. So why are huge amounts 
of money being poured into this hate 
drive? 

The issue has nothing to do with 
segregation, bloc voting, rightists or 
leftists. It does have,a great deal to do 
with the political freedom of the Geor- 
gia electorate—the final measure that, 
added to the other election-tampering 
laws passed during the past few years, 
would lock Georgians in a political 
prison prepared for them by a group 
seeking permanent power. 

We cannot believe Georgians will 


surrender the final key to that prison | 


on Nov. 4—their right to vote without 
interference in a free general election.

Amendments 3 to 10 
Merit Passage 


Of the 46 proposed. constitutional 
amendments to be submitted to Geor- 
gians next Taesday only 10 are state- 
wide in application. The other 36 are 
local measures. 

The first two of the 10 state amend- 
ments are the highly controversial pro- 


_posals to write into the Constitution the 


county unit system and the allocation of 
highway department funds. 

The Constitution opposes those two 
amendments for reasons which we know 
are sincere and which we are equally 
sure are valid. 

We see Amendments Nos. 3 through 
10 as worthy of passage and we endorse 
them. 

Stated as briefly as possible by num- 
ber they provide: 

No. 3: Reduction of the state ad 
valorem tax rate from five mills to not 
more than one-fourth mill. (The Con- 
stitution has long favored this change.) 

No. 4: Medical scholarships to in- 
crease the number of doctors in Georgia, 
particularly in the sparsely populated 
areas. 

No. 5: Extension of time governor 
has to sign a bill from five days after 
Assembly adjournment to 30 days. 

No. 6: Pensions for all Confederate 
widows who are unmarried. 

No. 7: Brings state income tax law 
in harmony with federal on intangible 
personal property owned by a trust 
forming a part of a pension, profit- 
sharing or stock bonus plan. 

No. 8: Sets forth procedure by which 
state employees may become eligible for 
federal social security. 

No. 9: When a local law adds mem- 
bers to a city or county governing body, 
the new members will be elected by a 
plurality instead of a majority vote. 

No. 10: A local amendment need be 
advertised and submitted to the voters 
only in the area affected. 

Passage of No. 10 means the end of 
the bedsheet ballot and the saving to 
the taxpayer of time, trouble and much 
expense.

True per- 
ception seems to be lost in a welter of po- 
litical partisanship, in the winning of one 
election, to be specific, when what is in- 
volved in much more important for all of 
our futures.

WASHINGTON—The one thing most po- 


litical observers are agreed upon more than °* 


anything else is that the election which lies 
only a few days ahead is, with a Single ex- 
ception, the most difficult to appraise of any 
the country has seen in the past 36 years. 
The single exception, of course, was in 
1948, when practically all of the experts 
proved wrong. 


Perhaps it is a recollection of the 1948 
results, which did such violence to expert 
opinion, that is causing political prognosti-

say that among those who 

are in a position to ex- 

press an_ enlightened 

opinion, few appear to 

have any positive convic- 

tions, and the predictions 

on who will win are pret- 

ty well divided.

”" * publican victory, for ex- 

ample, are, for the most part, willing to 

concede that the election might go the other 

way. Much the same is true of those pre- 
dicting a Democratic win. _ 


As nearly as informed opinion can be 
reduced to any sort of a simplified formula, 
the outcome would seem to hinge on what 
happens in the eight big states of New 
York, California, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and New Jer- 
sey, having a total of 213 electoral votes 
between them, with 266 needed to elect. The 
Democrats have their best -chance in the 
first four, totaling 120 votes, while the Re- 
publicans are given a definite edge in the 
last four. 

With the possible exception of New Jer- 
sey, the outcome in these eight states, could 
turn on @ narrow margin. But both parties 
are regarded as having a fighting chance in 
all of them. 

The thing that lends greater optimism to 
Democratic prospects for victory, however, 
is that it is possible to draw up a larger 
number of combinations favorable to the 
party in power than to the Republicans. For 
example, a Democratic victory can easily 
be visualized by the Stevenson-Sparkman 
ticket carrying only three of the eight 
states—New York, California and Illinois. Or 
if New York is lost the difference might be 
made up by capturing Massachusetts and 
either Ohio, Michigan or Pennsylvania. The 
Democrats might possibly win by taking 
only two of the states—California and Illi- 
nois. President Truman did that the last 
time, with the votes of Ohio not needed to 
give him a majority. 

It is not possible to draw up so many fa- 
vorable combinations on the Republican side. 
The Ejisenhower-Nixon ticket will need to 
gather in the bulk of the eight big pivotal 
states and pick up a lot on the side, as well. 

Considering the marked advantage the 
Democrats have in registration, the sup- 
port of organized labor and various minor- 
ity groups, it is difficult to see how the party 
wat lose. But then it might go the other 

ay. Only Nov. 4 can tell.

A minister is just as rightfully concerned 
with the problem of sickness as is a physi- 
cian. The truth is it takes both. We are 
coining more and more words in medical 
terminology based on the work ‘‘psyche.” 
psychiatry, psychoanalysis, 
psychosomatic, etc. Go back to its Greek 
origin and you find the word ‘“‘psyche’’. 
means ‘“‘soul’”’ or “‘spirit.”” I had lunch last, 
week with a very highly trained physician. 
I said, ‘‘Doctor, what really do ato mean ~~ 
psychomatic medicine?” ©: igs: ] 


He told me that was sim- 
ply a high-sounding term 

to describe what the old 
family physicians did all 
the time. They treated: - 
not enly the disease, but 
also the person. It means © 
dealing with the whole =: 
man, not just his body 
but also his mind and 
spirit. 

We have learned that — 
we cannot separate the body from the emo- 
tions. For example, a man going to be fitted 
for a new pair of glasses may think that the 
condition of his soul would have nothing to 
do with it, but it does. If one is emotionally 
upset he cannot be properly fitted for glasses. 


We have an expression, “I was so mad 
I couldn’t see straight.’’ That can be lit- 
erally true. Anger causes an opaque film 
to form over the eyes that definitely im- 
pairs vision. It is quite probable that many 
so-called miracles of healing the blind can 
be explained at this point. Get a person's | 
emotions in order and his sight becomes 
good again in many cases. Such books as 
“Bodily Changes in Emotional States’ by 
Crile, give many examples of the effect of 
the mind over the body. 

Of certain sick people we have said, ‘‘His 
sickness is all in his mind.’”” Thus we dis- 
miss it with contempt. Now we are be- 
ginning to realize that most sickness is ‘‘in 
the mind.”’ If the mind is sick, it gets into 
the body and a sick mind causes a sick body. 
We have come to realize that what we call 
the ‘“‘mind’’ includes not only the brain and 
the power to think, but also the heart and 
the power to feel, the will and the power to 
act. And until the mind is made well, the 
body will remain sick. 

No surgeon’s scapel can go into a man’s 
brain and take out his fear. Religious faith 
is still the most powerful therapy for a sick 
mind. Thus a minister of the gospel has a 
very important, even essential, position in 
regard to this matter of sickness. 


Do I believe in faith healing? Actually 
that is the only kind of healing there is, for 
without faith no person can be well. About 
all of us are sickening conditions. Every 
day you come in contact with enough germs, 
sorrows and tragedies .to make you sick. 
And as Peter Forsythe so well wrote: “‘Un- 
less there is within us that which is above 
us, we shall soon yield to that which is 
about us.”’ 

Physicians have told me that the major- 
ity of sick people are those who have yielded 
to unhealthy circumstances about them. 
Faith is the stuff that lifts us above those 
sickening outer circumstances.

The four charges carried over to Fulton Criminal 
Court three months ago are still pending, records show. 
One continuance was granted on Sept. 19 because a 
defense witness was absent and a second was granted 
on Oct. 11 on the grounds that the defense attorney 
was involved in trial of another case and could not be 
present. 


While these charges were pending, the man in 
question was indicted by the Fulton County Grand Jury 
on charges of assault with intent to murder in con- 
nection with a stabbing which occurred near a down- 
town night club. He entered a plea of guilty to stabbing 
in Fulton Superior Court on Oct. 3 and was sentenced to 
pay a $100 fine or serve six months in prison. 

On previous traffic charges, records show, he was 
sentenced in traffic court to pay fines totaling $630 and 
serve 150 days in the city prison farm. Three ¢harges 
were dismissed and six others ordered held for Fulton 
Criminal Court. 

Four of the prison farm sentences were remitted 


or reduced to fines by judges other than Bynum. In 


February, a 30-day sentence was reduced by order of the 
judge to a $100 fine and a second 30-day sentence for 
the same offense was remitted. 

In December, 1951, a 30-day sentence imposed on 
charges of speeding 60 miles an hour was reduced to 
a $100 fine with the notation on the remittal order: ‘He 
is now in Fulton County jail on another charge of fight- 
ing.” 

That same day a 30-day sentence given for drunk 
under the steering wheel was remitted, with the follow- 
ing notation: 

‘‘He has served 19 days. He has a wife and baby 
to support. He has a job to go to. He was bound over to

Williams declared that the editor 
of Talmadge’s publication (‘‘The 
Statesman’’), W. O. Brooks, is the 
‘‘mouthpiece”’ for the group which | 
“‘helieves prejudice and hate are. 
the remedies for Georgia's ills, and | 
that constant turmoil will bring’!

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 29. 
fip—Gov. James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina said today that if Demo- 
cratic Chairman Stephen Mitchell 
keeps a record of Democrats 
switching to Dwight D. Eisenhower 
“he will need a big book and 
have to do a lot of writing.’’ 

The South Carolina governor 
made two speeches in Florida to- 
day in support of the GOP presi- 
dential candidate. Byrnes is one 
of three Southern Democratic gov- 
ernors who have thrown in with 
Fisenhower because of their dis- 
satisfaction with the Democrats 

In his first stop at Tampa, 
Byrnes asserted that the Demo- 
cratic presidential campaign has 
hecome ‘‘a bicycle built for two 

. with Mr. Truman on the front 
seat and Governor Stevenson ap- 
parently well content on the back 
seat.’ 


DEMOCRATS SCARED 

Speaking over a southwide radio 
network ef 160 stations, Byrnes 
said here that the ‘“‘Truman Demo- 
crats are scared.’ 

“Stephen A. Mitchell, the na- 

tional Democratic chairman select- 
ed bv Stevenson threatens a 
purge,’ said Byrnes, a former sec- 
retary of state under 
Truman. 

‘‘Some days ago he announced he 
would keep a record of Democrats 
supporting Eisenhower,’’ Byrnes 
said tonight. “‘Well, if he does, he 
will need a big book and will have 
to do a lot of writing.”’ 

The governor said Mitchell stated 
that Southerners would waste their 
votes if they cast them for 
Eisenhower. 

VOTE FOR DECENCY 

“Do not be beguiled. No vote for 
decency and honesty in government 
is ever wasted,’ Byrnes said. 

“If the people of the South now 
vote for a_ political label and 
against their beliefs and interests, 
no candidate of an opposition party 
will ever again declare himself in 
favor of the principles of Southern 
Democracy,’ Byrnes said. 

Byrnes said he’ preferred the 
attitude toward Korea of Eisen- 
hower ‘‘who declares his intention 
to bring the Korean war to an 
early and honorable end,’’ to the 
attitude of Stevenson ‘‘who simply 
Says it can't be done.”’ 

Byrnes said he hoped that if 
Stevenson were elected there would 
be a change of policies and of- 
ficials of the Federal Government, 
but when he read_ Stevenson's 
speech to the regular Democratic 
organization of New York, “I was 
confident that he had surrendered 
completely to the Truman ad- 
ministration.”’
